Matanga the writer of Brihaddeshi is 
a very wellknown personality in the world 
of music. The eminent musicologist like 
Abhinava Gupta, Nanyadeo, Sharngadeo, 

Kallinath, Simha Bhupal, Parshvadeo etc. 
have all remembered Matanga with great 

respect. Perhaps no one has been remem- 
bered in such a huge contexts by the 
later authors as Matanga has been. But 
in fact there is no direct available source 
for the identity of the author. To reach 
the reality we have to depend on indirect 
or secondary sources which are hither and 
thither scatterred on various spots to the 

references of Matanga. These sources are 
the texts like Ramayana, Mahabharata, 
Devibhagawat, Haribansh Purana, Deviya- 
mal and Matanga Parmeshwaragam (both, 
the tantratexts ), Kadambari, Raghubansh, 
Kuttaninat Kavyam, Sadukti Karanarorita, 
Suktiirukiav ali, Sh arngadhar Paddhats 

Fafarrawa Sudlahar Kohal Rahasyam, 
various music texts as discribed in the be- 
ginirg as well as some relevent statements 
of the modem t(xts like ‘India as seen in 

the Kuttanimat of Damodar Gupta', ‘the 
history of classical Sunskrit Literature' etc. 

On the basis of the informations gath- 
ered through above sources Dr. Anil 
Bihari Beohar has revealed interesting 


and useful facts about Matanga which 
were proved to be a mystery for the scho- 
lars till date. Dr Beohar on the basis of his 
hypothesis takes us to the conclusion that 
the entity of Matanga Muni the author of 
Brihaddeshi is unquestioned but in the 
texts of music there are a number of con- 
tradictory statements which put us intoa- 
dilema in establishing any chronological 
relationship of the author ( Purvaparsam- 
bhandha ) with the others. 

Although unfortunately the available 
text of Matanga is found in incomplete 
form still the great Muni's versions have 
proved to be the ideal guidelines for the 
later scholars and referred by them in vari- 
ous contexts like Deshi Naad Sruti, Swara, 
Deshiraagas etc. Besides, Brihaddeshi has 
its own originality on the subject like Sw-

Charanabheda Vadya Ohatushtaya which 
are most useful in view of evaluating the 
development and importance of the sub^ 
ject matter cf Brihaddeshi.

The Great Magician of Tabla

Editor’s Summary 

There have been a number of Tabla 


Players in Indian classical music who 
have left an indeliable impression ©1 their 
art upon the mind of audience. Among 
these artists of Tabla ; a few are so great 
that they have become immortal forever 
by the virtue of their great art and as 
such their names have been written with 
the golden letters in the pages of the 
history of Indian classical music. 

Pandit Smata Prasad Mishra ( Gudai 
Maharaj ) a man of attracting persona- 
lity, an exceptionally brilliant scholar of 
Tabla, an ideal teacher ; a great performer 
both as an accompanist and soloist, is one 

of these prominent figures. 

Short Introduction 

Born in a traditional family of musici- 
ans on 20th July, 1920 at Kabir Chowra 

in Varanasi city of Uttar Pradesh ( India ) 
Gudai Mahraj started initial training of 
Tabla in his etrly childhood under able 
guidance of his father, Pandit Bacha Mishra 
who was a renouned Tabla Player ol his 
time. In his early childgood, Shamta Prasad 
used to put his small fingers on Tabla 


unconsciously in such a manner as if 
some Godana Maker puts the needles on 
hands of a person for writing something. 
Looking the actions of his fingers on Tabla 
like a Godana Maker, his father started to 
call him with the lovely name of Godai 
and latter on, this small child became 
famous as a great Tabla Player in the field 
of music with the name of Gudai Maha- 
raj. 

When he was of eight years, his father 
passed away and due to which there came 
an obstacle in his studies of Tabla. Due 
to untimely death of his father, the eco- 
nomic condition of his family became very 
bad as Tabla was the only profession of 
his father. However, his mother, Mrs. 
Bhagraani Devi did not loose her courage 
and worked hard in order to earn the liv- 
ing of her small family. 

Aft er the death of his father, Gudai 
Maharaj was handed over by his mother 
to Pandit Bikkoo Maharaj for his further 
training of Tabla. Pandit Bikkoo Maharaj 
was a renounded Tabla Player as well as 
ani deal teacher of Tabla of Banaras school. 
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Gudai Maharaj received higher trai- 
ning of Tabla from his worshipped Guru 

Pandit Bikkoo Maharaj and according to 
his successful direction he practised hard ; 
day and night and thus reserved a perma- 
nant place for himself among the best 
Tabla Players of the country. 

He never joined any school for the 
purpose of his studies but he had acquired 
a good knowledge of all the general sub- 
jects. He had also a good knowledge of 
astrology. He could only read and write 
letters in Hindi language as stated by his 
eldest son Mr. Kumar Lai Mishra. 

Gudai Maharaj was a man of hard 

working nature. He was fully devoted to 
music He used to go to Dalmandi for 
playing Tabla in order to earn his living. 
After returning back to his home in the 
evening, he always started his practice in 
the begining hours of the night and it mos- 
tly happenled that he finishedit when the 
raises of the schorching sun touched his 
forehead after sun-rise in the morning. 

In the begining, the people were not 
acquainted with his great art of Tabla. 
When he was of eighteen years, a big 
music conference had been organised at 
Allahabad in which all the artists of nati- 
onal level participated. Gudai Maharaj 
was fclso fortunate enough to get a chance 

to participate in this conference as an 
artist. He accompanied on Tabla with the 
Sarod recital of Ustad Allauddin Khan 

Sahab and the programe was so successful 


that all the audience including the higher 
dignitaries of indian classical music pre- 
sent in the auditorium, became surprised 
with the miraculous Tabla accompaniment 
provided by Gudai Maharaj Latter on, 
on the demand of audience he had also 
been given an offer for h s solo recital. 
He became very popular through this 
music conference and got a rcbpected 

place among the Tabla Players of the 
country. 

In 1954, the then Prime Minister of 
India, Pandit J L. Nehru, sent and Indian 

deligation of musicians for the first time 
to Russia and Gudai Maharaj was also a 
member of this deligation. Maharaj ji pre- 
sented an attractive item of Tabla solo in 
Russia and the programme was so power- 
ful in itself that a deligation of Russian 
scientists became astonished looking the 
fingers of Maharaj ji moving quickly on 
Tabla After returning from Russian^ 
Maharaj ji visited a large number of fore- 
ign countries. He presented his success- 
ful Tabla in Afganisthan, Iran i Iraq South 
Africa, Germany, London etc. 

He was married with Tara Devi fa 

1940 but after giving birth to one son (Sri 

Kumar Lai ) and one daughter, his 

wife fell ill and died in January, 1946. 

Thereafter he was again married with 

Sitangani Devi in 1 9 0 who is still alive. 

Gudai Maharaj had five sons and five 
daughters. 

Gudai Maharaj always believed in 

“Simple Living and high thinking He 
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was not fond of wearing costly fancy dre- 
sses. His diet was purely vegetarian. His 
living standard was so simple that any 
stranger person could not judge that he 
was Gudai Maharaj ; the noted Tabla Pla- 
yer of the country. He was a religious 
person By religion he was Hindu but 
he had a soft corner in his heart for other 
religions too. He had an unflinched faith 
and worshipped Maan Kali. 

His services to Mu>ic 

Gudai Maharaj served the indian mu- 
sic through out his life both as soloist and 
an accompanist in accompanying with 
classical vocal, classical instrumental music 
and dance etc. Besides this ; he was also a 
great master of Tabla to provide successful 
accmpaniment with Film Music and folk 
music. He played on Tabla in a large 
number of films like Jhanak Jhanak Payal 
baaje, Kinara, Pakija Shole, Jalsa Ghar 
etc. Which gave a wide popularity to 

Maharaj ji among the lovers of Film- 

music He accompanied with a number of 
renowned artists of his time. 

Amongst them are the vocalists Like 
Pandit Omkkar Nath Thakur, V. R. Pat- 
vardhan, D. V. Puluskar, Gangu Bai 
Hangal, Siddheshwari Devi ; Girija Devi,

The Contribution of Gudai Maharaj 
to Indian Classical Music : 

Gudai Maharaj belonged to the Bana- 
ras School of Tabla He possessed all the 
qualities of Tabla which are generally 
found in the Tabla P>aycr of Banaras 
School. Maharaj ji developed in his Tabla 
a special kind of sound qual ty in his 
Tabla which is not found in the other 
artists of Banaras school and only due to 
this special quality of sound, his style of 
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presentation of bolas on Tabla is totally 
different from other artiste of Banaras 
school. This matter of sound quality is 
totally related) with practical aspect of 
Tabla and hence it can only be clarified 
by lecture demonstration. He also deve- 
loped a new technique of playing on the 
Dagga ( Left pait of the Tabla ) which 
was latter on ; adopted by the maximum 
artists ot the country. In short, it can be 
said that developement of a special kind 
of sound quality in Tabla and technique 
of playing i n Dagga are the ma n contri- 
bution of Gudai Maharal to Indian Class* 
ical Music. 

Awards and honours conferred upon 
Pt. Gudai Maharaj 

The awards and honours which have 
been time to time conferred upon Pt. 

Gudai Maharaj are a record in themselves 
and perhaps no Tabla Player has been 

fortunate enough so far to receive such a 

large number of awards and titles in his 

life. 

He was honoured with the title of 
"Tal Martand” by Lalit Kala Academy 
Kanpur in 1966 and also honoured with 
the title of "Tal Shiromani" by prayag 


Sangeet Samiti Allahabad in 1967. He 
was awarded with the prestigious title of 
"Tabla Samrat” in 1970 and also honou- 
red by the prestigious title of 4 Padm- 
Shree” in 1972. and was honoured with 
"Padma Bhooshan’Mn 1990. by the Presi- 
dent of India Besides, he received a large 
number of awards which can not be descri- 
bed here. 

Gudai Maharaj had been invited to 
attend a music conference organised by 
Pandit Bhim^en Joshi at Pune in May, 
1994 in which Maharaj ji had been 
askea to give a lecture demonstration on 
tabla; he did this job brilliantly and in 
the last day of conference he was honoured 
by Pandit Bhimsen Joshi. 

He was to return Varanasi on 1st June, 

1994 but before returning to Varanasi, 
he died in Pune on 3 1 Jt may, 1994 follo- 
wed by a serious heart attack. 

Thus, we find that in spite of a numb- 
er of unfavourable Circumstances in his life, 
he practised on Tabla whole heartedly and 
reached the top height of success. He is 
undoubtedly a source of inspiration for 
the artists of new generation.

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The liew Experiments in Indian Music 

( Prof. Indrani Chakravorty) 

Editor’s Summary 

On the basis of the historical evidences and analysis of the facts. Prof Indrani 
Chakravorty takes us to the conclusion that the Indian classical music has been able 
to stand deep into its foundation only due to occurrence of continuous new experiments 
therein. In this connection the writer also warns that the moment the process of nev 
experiment stops, the river of our classical music shall get transfarred into the desert 
as happened with the music of China, Japan and Persia etc. 

Prof. Chakravorty in her hypothesis has underlined that there is an intact 
interrelationship between the musical thought and the musical performance and they 
both travel simaltaneously in the race of 'continuity and change’ ( Satatya and Pari- 

vartana. )

Classical music and by encompassing North and South styles therein comprising various 
branches of music ( Vocal, Instrumental, Dance ) has emphasised that this concept 

applies equally to one and all.

Editor’s Summary 

We are all conversant with the Raaga-dhyana and Raaga-chitra tradition of Indian 
music but very few of us know that there has been a very rich tradition of Taal-dhyana 
and Taal-chitra too in our music system. Dr. Gulshan Saxena through going deep into 
her critical enquiry has eropharized that this is all the resultant of giving 'form to the 
formless’ Or 'Nirakar' to Sakar’. Dr. Saxena has thrown light on the historical back 
ground of the subject and listed out the primary sources of her survey e.g. Rasa- 
Kaumudi Taladhyaya Manuscripts Taal-Paintings ( Bharat Itihas Sanshodhak Mandal, 
Poona) etc. These sources have been dated from the 14th Century onwards, and central- 
ized mostly to the South Indian and the Sanskrit Languages according to Dr. Saxena. 

The Writer has gone through and collected a number of Raaga-dhyana & Raaga-chitra 
of the various Talas but here due to some limitation it was not feasible to include 
them all but taking only 2-3 Taal-dhyana and one taal-chitra as for illustration.

Infact the whole universe is the manifestation of Nada Brahma hence the 
‘nature' which is also a manifestation of Nada brahma obviously full of spontaneous 
flow of music and the same has been experienced, obsered, relished and narrated by 
the writer. The central point of his observation is the melodious song of the birds 
started in the third quater of the night who are motiveted with the pleasant murmering 
wind and the beautiful moon-light of the Chaitra (April)-Purnima while the Spring 

season is at its full youth, and this is the same Spring for which H.W. Longfellow desc- 
ribes in his Hiawatha — "Came the Spring with all its splendour, all its birds and all 
its blossoms, all its flowers, and leaves, and grasses/' 

Prof. Ojha has gone deep into a blissful observation of the whole scene and 
situation of his heavenly experience. Here I feel appropriate to quote a few of the origi- 
nal lines of the writer in this context where he is addressing various kinds of singing 
birds and questioning within himself — 

"I don't know which type of nectar they (The birds) are inhaling/relishing \ 

I don't know which type of tone has caressed them ! 

I don't know which type of sweetness's flavour is thrilling them ! 

I don't know to which form of divinity, they have come into contact with !,. 
I don’t know what the reality is, But. ... 

I am inhaling and enjoying their vocal music, being delighted and surfeitted 
with it and that's all. In fact there is no simile to this music of Brahmi bela, 
'Brahmi Sangeet' becauss it is a Divine music-splendour, "a Divya Sangeet 

Samaroh." 
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ideal Audience And Critic

Scholars and Musicologists have 
prof/isely written on music and musicians, 
but very few have explored the qu alities 
of an audience and that of a critic or a 
judge. The audience (in broader term) con- 
sists of listeners of music and spectators 

of Drama and other performing Arts. 

Good and Bad Listeners 

An audience is always mixed, with list- 
eners of different degrees of sensibility, of 

different tastes ; of varying ethnomusical 
values. An ideal listener or connoisseur 
is one who has an imitable and unblemi- 
shed taste and an understanding and 
appreciation of the finest values in music. 

A defective listener or andience can 

be one who has not been exposed to good 
music that has attained a certain height of 
perfection or degres of elegance. Music of 
the mediocre virtuosity becomes the 
standard for them and they promptly react 
to it. H cfc the desire to cultivate ones 
appreciation for the ever-rising higher 
genres is missing. Such a group of andi- 
ence can be said to be defective. 

Listeners who identify the popular 
classical form as standard music are also 

defective : they lack the sense of values 


to appreciate good and serious musical 
art. The Sanskrit term 'gramya' (*TF«T ) 
is the right word for describing them. 


Oursastras have very aptly described 
the qualities of the audience. Natyashashtra 
of Bharata describes an ideal andience or 
spectator ( ST3T^f> ); and Sangita Ratna- 
kara of Sharngadeva describes members of 
a congregation (*HTT) for performing arts.

And in any case, as I said earlier, no one has ever tried to display and work out 
in proper empirical detail the psycho-physiological basis which Bhat Khandebeliev d was 

the ground for the raga-time connection. It is one thing to find common features in ragas 
that have been placed in a single time-bracket but quite another to show that this 
points at a deerer psycho-physiological basis for the occurrence. As clear from my 
argument I think that the association made between a raga and its allotted tima is an 
arbitrary one, it Is not embedded in any universal human response, but is culturally 
conditioned as I have tried to show through the brief survex of its historv This notion 
remains localized in theNorth-and has been given up without any adverse conse- 
quences in the sister system of the South. Even a Culturally conditioned response may 
be valuable, but as I have pointed out earlier, a deeper musical response tends to 

undermine rather than support the raga-time association.
